Present Mail Schedule Proving 
Quite Unsatisfactory; Neighbor¬ 
ing Towns To Support Petition; 
Lethbridge Board of Trade 
Already Co-Operating With 
Local Board. 

Coleman Board of Trade has 
Petitioned the Postmaster Gener¬ 
al, Ottawa, in regar^ to the un¬ 
satisfactory mail service as it 
exists at the present time due to 
train schedules through the Crows 
Nest Pass. 

The mining companies and local 
business establishments have been 
dissatisfied for some considerable 
time due to the fact that mail 
posited today lays in the post office 
until 5:11 o’clock the following 
morning and since severe winter 
weather has caused the trains 
often to miss their time schedules 
mail has further been delayed in 
reaching its destination. Thlis is 
particularly true of airmail service 
when delayed mail has missed the 
morning flight schedules out of 
Lethbridge. 

A petition has been drafted by 
Board secretary Nick Nicholas and 
been forwarded to the Postmastet 
General for his study and action) 
It reads: 

The Postmaster General, 

Ottawa, Ontario. 

Dear Sir, ° 

I beg to advise that representa¬ 
tions have ben made to the Cole¬ 
man Board of Trade by the local 
mine companies, the local bank 
and several of the business houses 
in town regarding the mail service 
in Coleman. In this connection I 
have been instructed to bring the 
following siuation regarding out¬ 
going mail to your attention. 

Prior to the change in train 
schedule in June 1946, of Train No. 
12, out-going Eastbound mail was 
despatched on No. 12 Train which 
left Coleman at 2:06 p.m. This 
mail was delivered in Calgary, Ed¬ 
monton and Lethbridge the follow¬ 
ing morning. Air Mail to distant 
points was also delivered the next 
morning, that is at Vancouver, 
Victoria, Regina, etc. On this 
schedule local businessmen will be 
enabled, after receiving the morn¬ 
ing mail, to prepare their outgoing 
mail before the mail closed ait the 
post office at 1:30 pun. 

When the change of train time 
was put into effect last June, train 
No. 12 was altered from 2:06 p.m. 
to 5 a.m. Under this schedule mail 


posted throughout the day remains 
in the post office all nighit. Mail to 
Calgary is not delivered until the 
afternoon following the day of 
posting, making it impossible to 
get a reply back the following 
day. Mail for Edmonton is held in 
Calgary until 5 p.m. and not de¬ 
livered until the third day after 
posting. Similar conditions exist 
with regard to mail addressed to 
cither important points. The Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway Company 
does not maintain a consistent 
time schedule with No. 12 Train 
which is supposed 1 to Leave Cole¬ 
man alt 5 a.m. but is Iquite fre¬ 
quently from one to four hours 
late, thus occasioning further die- 
lay with respect to mail, which 
frequently misses Conntections at 
Medicine Hat with Train No. 2 
Eastbouind, 

Under the new train schedule the 
all nighit delay in the local post 
office does not encourage the use of 
Air mail, since, should No. 12 
Train b e a few hours late, A'ir 
Mail Connections with Lethbridge 
miss the early planes Eastward 
West bound, causing serious delay 
to important mail, as delivery is 
a day late. 

If your department authorizes 
the use, on Train No. 682 which 
arrives in Coleman at 2:35 p.m., 
of a three letter-bag mail, as was 
used during the period from 17th 
to 24th December, 1946, the pre¬ 
sent unsatisfactory service would 
be rectified 

We strongly urge that this 
matter receive your prompt atten¬ 
tion and that steps be taken to 
furnish a beter mail service for 
Coleman and the other towns 
throughout the Crow’s Nest Pass.

Reality As 76.4 Per Cent Of 

Ratepayers Vote Favor Of 

Additional $90,000 Expenditure 
• • • • • 

Coleman Defeated By-Law 183 to 140 But District 
As A Whole Swung Vote Heavily In Favor Of The 
Hospital Project. 


The Crows Nest Pass is to have 
■a fully modem 60-bed hospital. 
This statement was made official 
last Saturday as 1204 ratepayers 
of the Crows Nest Pasg Municipal 
Hospital District No. 40 trekked 
to the polls to cast ballots on the 
money by-law to either refuse or 
grant authorization for hospital 
board to issue an additional $90,- 
000 to the $185,000 sanctioned Dec. 
16, 1944, thus making a total of 


$275,000 with which to construct 
and equip a modem 60-bed hospi¬ 
tal. 

888 yes votes were recorded 
against 274 no votes with 42 
spoiled. This gave the district a 
76.4 per cent yes vote which was 
more than sufficient as officially 
only 66 per cent was required by 
law to carry the vote.

In spite of the efforts 
which are made to educate the people along these lines, however, authorities 
state that there is still much preventable illness which causes inconvenience 
to the individual and loss to the country through the effect which many in¬ 
terruptions in work have upon the output of our farms and factories.

TO BE EMPIRE HUB 

LONDON.—Fifty years hence Can¬ 
ada will be the strategic centre of 
the British Empire, C. R. Fay, for¬ 
merly professor of the economics de¬ 
partment at the University of Toron¬ 
to, wrote in a letter from Cambridge, 
England, printed as a Sunday Times 
editorial. 

Canada, he said, by reasons of her 
immense resources of minerals and - 
the power and quality of her people 
“will, with a much smaller popula¬ 
tion than the Unitil States,, never¬ 
theless equal the United States ift in¬ 
ternal wealth and striking power," 

Fay continued: 

“It follows that Canada cannot al¬ 
low herself to be attached militarily 
or diplomatically to England. Eng-J 
land, therefore, must gradually work' 
to a position in'which she is attach¬ 
ed to Canada. 

“Canada will not welcome the im¬ 
plications of this. She herself would 
like to continue as a middle power, 
intermediate and mediative, but ulti¬ 
mately her. policy must conform to 
the realities of power, however un- 
welcome the accommodation may be.” 

Fay also referred to the “disastrous 
j policy of placating Russia and the 
| United States by surrendering the

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GERMAN NAZIS IN AFRICA 
APPEAL FOR PROTECTION 
OF THE UNITED NATIONS 


Britain’s Agriculture Minister 
Announces Important Switch 
In Agricultural Policy 


THE 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y. — A 
group of German Nazis in Africa 
appealed Sunday night for the 
protection of th6 United Nations. 

The ‘Germans, now in a British 
internment camp at Norton, i 
southern Rhodesia, asked UN to 
block British plans to send them 
back to Germany. They also 
complained that their property 
had been confiscated. 

If the property were returned, said j 
the Germans, they could finance their I 
resettlement in other African states \ 
or in Latin American countries, the 1 
Nazis wer^. living in Tanganika—a! 
former German colony—when the ' 
war began. 

"We herewith establish our firm' 
wish not to go to Germany,” their j 
petition said. “We urgently solicit ai 
(UN) intervention at the earliest 
possible date.” 

The petition marked the first time! 
that avowed Nazis have asked help I 
from UN, which is pledged to destroy} 
Nazism. 

The Germans who. appealed to UN j 
from southern Rhodesja frankly ad-; 
mitted they were Nazis. They point- J 
ed out that they had not been allow¬ 
ed to become British subjects or citi¬ 
zens of Tanganyika. 

“Thus we remained what we were,' 
Germans," the petition said. “Many 
of us saw no reason to disagree with j 
the political change at home, which 
did the best for the homeland after 
a period of utter depression. 

"Such an expression of loyalty to 
their homeland—in many cases lead¬ 
ing to membership in the Auslands 
organization of the National Social¬ 
ist German Workers party—was in 
no case illegal or detrimental to the 
interests of the mandated territory 
(of Tanganyika), and remained 
wholly in the sphere of private life." 

Great Britain was expected to ob¬ 
ject to any consideration of the 
Nazi's appeal. 

Funds Provided 
To Facilitate 
Housing Heeds 


OTTAWA—Funds to facilitate 
housing — both emergency and 

nfSimal—are provided in the esti¬ 
mates tabled in the commons. 

The new federal expedient of 
moving houses from one locality 
to another to mee emergency 
conditions is forecast in the esti¬ 
mates for the reconstruction de¬ 
partment, and an estimate of 
$700,000 for the purpose is pro¬ 
vided. 

No explanation of how the plan 
wi uId work is given in the list of 
proposed disbursements. It was re¬ 
called, however, that some munici¬ 
palities have embarked on the same 
scheme on a small scale within the 
last couple of years. As the munici¬ 
palities employed it, surplus housing 
in one area was purchased, knocked 
d iwn, transported to another place 
and there set up again. 

How far the government planned 
to go with the proposal was not indi¬ 
cated. The estimates indicated, how- 
iv r, that the $700,000 covered only j 
costs of transportation involved. j 
Another spur to housing, of the 
normal variety, appeared in the esti¬ 
mates in a $400,000 item to provide 
incentive bonuses to expedite produc¬ 
tion of strategic building materials. 

It was the first time the size of the 
sum available for this purpose had 
been made known. However, Recon¬ 
struction Minister Howe recently said 
in the commons this type of bonus 
would be paid only as a last resort. 
So far, only one payment has been

A foodlcss world could result from | 
plant sterility caused by the effects 
of atomic bomb explosions, W. M. 
Myers declared. 

He reported recently that abnor¬ 
malities have been discovered in 
plant life in the atomic explosion 
areas of Japan. 

i “Future generations of plants as 
! well as current plant life can suffer 
i from atomic war,” he said. 

Myers, from State college in Penn- 
i sylvania, is a research specialist of 
1 the agriculture divison of Allied 
' headquarters natural resources sec- 
: tion. 

| “If a gigantic world-scale atomic 
| war came along, there is danger that 
: plant life would suffer from radio- 
, active dust particles that would be 
thrown into the air,” he said. 

' "Not only would existing crops be |

LONDON. — Ah important 
switch in agricultural policy from 
foods for immediate consump¬ 
tion, such as wheat, to livestock 
and livestock products, was an¬ 
nounced in the commons by Ag¬ 
riculture Minister Tom Williams. 
The need of obtaining maximum 
food supplies at home during the war 
caused Britain to change from pro¬ 
duction of hogs and beef cattle to 
crops giving the greatest bulk of 
food quickly. 

Under this policy, the tillage area . 
rose from 8,813,000 acres in 1939 to 
13,311,000 in 1946 and grassland for 
hay and grazing dropped from 13,- 
764,000 to 9,410,000. 

Hogs declined from 4,394,000 to 
1,973,000 and sheep from 26,887,000 
to 18,718,000. 

Bacon and other meat products 
formerly produced at home were 
bought abroad, largely in Canada. 

Williams said the new policy could 
not be wholly operative at once and 
that in 1947 and 1948 it would still 
be necessary to have large produc¬ 
tion of grain, potatoes and sugar 
beets because of the limitation on 
imports imposed by the world short¬ 
age of cereals and sugar. However, 
the objective is to increase output of 
livestock products to the maximum 
in line with feeding stuffs, supplies 
and breeding capacity. 

Foreign exchange conservation, 
good farming and national diet are 
among the reasons for the new pol- 

iFood Minister John Strachey re¬ 
cently said the United Kingdom 
could take all surplus bacon produc¬ 
ed by Canada for years ahead and it 
is not expected here that even after 
the new British policy is effective, 
markets for Canadian bacon and 
other products will be damaged. 

i Agriculture Secretary Anderson 
! of the United States said in Wash¬ 
ington that the United States had 
agreed to supply Britain with enough 
meat by this spring to prevent a re¬ 
duction in the British meat ration. 
He said the United States also will 
help Britain to build up a stockpile 
of wheat before next fall to help tide 
her over the winter. Anderson made 
his disclosure after a conference 
with Strachey, who is in Washington 
to confer, with food officials. I 

Williams said guaranteed prices 
were being adjusted by the govern¬ 
ment to maintain a high production 
level in required crops in 1948 and 
( for livestock and livestock products 
j in the fiscal year starting April 1.

SiT: 

Being afile to attend only pant 
of thie Civic Centre meieitinjg I am 
afraid I am still up in the air re¬ 
garding the matter. From remarks 
heard since it looks as though 
most Of the audience feel the same 
way. 

After hearing some of the 
speakers we know that we need a 
Civic Centre but not one of them 
put anything in concrete form. 
Possibly this is through the lack of 
a fund for the initial expense. 1 
would suggest that a n experienced 
person be brought in from the 
outside ip go thoroughly into the 
matter and that the town of Cole¬ 
man bear the expense. 

It already has the skating rink 
and when the Civic Centre is com¬ 
pleted it will be handed over to it 
Surely some way can be found for 
the town to do this. I woul^ also 
like to suggest that the mayor 
form a committee of say twenty 
or twenty five men, representing 
the mines, business section and 
every organization in the commun¬ 
ity. The committee to go thor¬ 
oughly into the whole matter with 
the expert and to decide what we 
really need. The present commit¬ 
tee could be part of the new one. 

From the plans shown at the 
meeting only one conclusion could 
be arrived at and that was that we 
were to have a new skating rink. 
We do not need a new one. The 
present rink has never been con¬ 
demned and with say five or six 
thousands of dollars spent on it for 
repairs it could be made the most 
up-to-date rink in the Plass. This 
figure can be greatly reduced if 
some voluntary labor was used. 
The new plan .showed a seating 
capacity of twenty one hundred. 
Why are all the extra seats 
needed? Even when hockey days 
were at .their peak in Coleman there 
was only once that the crowd num¬ 
bered thirteen hundred and more 
often it was nearer the five hun¬ 
dred mark. 

We must get away from .the 
idea that the Pass towns can sup¬ 
port anything but Intermediate 
hockey and that the present rink 
can accommodate all 4hie hockey 
minded people of Coleman. If it is 
felt that a larger ice surface is 
needed the present waiting rooms 
can be moved to the outside Which 
would only be carrying out the 
idea when the rink was erected. 

Mr. Editor what we .need first is 
a swimming pool for the young 
folks. Out in the open and in the 
sunshine. Along the same lines as 
the people in Cranbrook enjoy. This 
could also be used for an open air 
skating rink. Secondly we need an 
auditorlum capable of seating from 
fouT to five hundred people for 
anything and everything that 
comes along. This could also be 
used as a gymnasium which we 
also need. 

Regarding the library, the fur¬ 
ther away it is from the rink or 
hall the better. One needs a little 
quietness when reading and I am 
sure a suitable location could be 
found downtown. Mr. Short had 
something there when .he made his 
joke about his voluntary labor. 
When the present rink was built 
fifty per cent of the shares were 
ten dollar ones. This will have to 
be greaty increased if we are to 
get any place. One of the audience 
suggested a fifty dollar figure. 
Possibly this is more than some 
workers can afford, but supposing 


a man was allowed to work out 
half his share. Of course it would 
depend on the amount of cash 
needed for material. The mine 
whistle could brow as Usual an Fri¬ 
day night for work and instead 1 of 
the mien reporting at the mines 
they would go to the centre. Pay 
the men two or three dollars for 
their day’s work to be credited 
against their share. 

Mr. Editor these suggestions 
may not be considered but from 
them a start could be made and 
from now on it should be every 
man, woman and child behind the 
new Civic Centre.

SAUNDERS WHEAT 
NEW VARIETY 


OTJR COMPLETE SHORT STORY- 


WINNIPEG. — A new wheat 
variety known as Saunders, de¬ 
scribed as highly resistant to 
stem rust, loose smut and bunt 
or covered smut, has been recom¬ 
mended for licensing by the joint 
agricultural committee of the 
National Research Council. 

The committee, in session here, 
said the variety had been .devel¬ 
oped by J. G. C. Carl Fraser of 
Ottawa and was a cross between 
Thatcher and 447, the latter a 
Brandon, Man., developed strain 
from the discarded Hope and Re¬ 
ward varieties. 

Saunders wheat was said to be 
the equal of Thatcher in yield 
and superior to Red Sobs, grown 
in the Peace River, Northern Al¬ 
berta and Northwestern Saskat¬ 
chewan fields. It was two or 
three days' earlier in ripening 
than either of the other two vari¬ 
eties and was also said to be 
equal to the best wheat in bak¬ 
ing qualities.
